The recent ice Hood was a very destructive 
one, mid left Ihc river in a very, threatening 
and .serious condition. The oldest inhabi- 
tants have never si en (ho river in such a 
condition, and every one ii awaiting the 
breaking up of whiter w ith great tmx'ic-ty. 
The ipiantil.y of ico is 
minimise, 
ami 


although Lit present there is no more water 
in Iho river than i.s u-ual during the w'inte.r, 
tho w a t e r is (nicked up al Columbia and 
Alarrict(:t bank 
full. 
On 1'Yidav ni.uht. last 


Iho river rose rapidly at Columbia and 
reached a point w i t h i n about two and a half 
feet of the great ico tlood of I8oti. Tho cold 
weather has caused the water lo fall consid- 
erably, but there is stilt one immi-nso ico 
gori'.o from Mi-Cull's Kerry to Hiiinbnilue — 
about t h i r t y sinnire miles 'of ten from ten to 
I h i i t y feel high in various places. 
In many 


places the ice i.s gorged to the bottom of the 
river and I ho stream forced entirely out of 
its usual channel. 
At Safe 
lltirbor thero 


was st'iircely LI house Itmt was not Hooded 
with water during the Into ilood and tho ico 
is s l i l l piled up like huge mountain-. Attlui 
Columbia dam there is a hoavy gorge of ice 
w h i c h grout ly endangers tho dam should 
there ho a midden b r e a k u p — il is said that 
thu dam is already broken in .several places. 
At Washington tho turnpike i.s eovrred w i l h 
ice, Lind (ravel by the river road entirely ob- 
htnii:tcd. 
As wo go down the river it be- 


fiuiicB rougher and more compleiely gorged. 
until we reach a point below Turkey Hill 
called Sliding Uoek, whom tho piles of ice 
are ininitMi.se h-achmg from shore to shore 
am pil«u from twenty to t h i r t y feet high — 
and no tlonbt down 'to tho bottom of the 
river. 
I he ire ^ ln)m one to two feet in
